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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Appliant's arguments are not persuasive. Note 
that applicant argues that the Sanner reference teaches D4 receptor ligands, and it is not clear whether these ligands induce 
vasoconstriction or vasodilation. Sanner teaches that its ligands induce vasodilation. Sanner in relevant part states that "dopamine Is 
known to be a peripheral vasodilator[...] This shows that the compounds of the present invention are beneficial in controlling vascular 
blood flow," see col. 8, lines 53-57. Note that this statement indicates that the compounds do not block/diminish dopamine, i.e., are not 
antagonists. Sanner further teaches that its compounds are useful in treating hypertension. It is well established that yasodilator^and 
not vasoconstrictors,are useful in treating hypertension, see for example, col, 8, lines 58-65 and claim 39 . 
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
